I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Repon  for  1965. 

The  vital  statistics  can  be  summarised  as  follows:  A slight  fall 
in  I he  birth  rale;  a slight  rise  in  the  death  rate;  an  improvement  in 
the  Infant  Mortality  fete;  and  a fall  in  deaths  from  tuberculosis. 


The  increased  number  of  improvement  grants  made  by  the 
Council,  and  the  rise  in  Council  houses  completed,  demonstrated 
the  continued  effort  to  improve  housing  standards  in  the  district. 

The  Shops,  Offices  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963  report 
indicates  a start  has  been  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to 
carry  out  the  requirements  of  this  Act. 

The  services  for  the  aged  (Meals  on  Wheels,  Luncheon  Clubs) 
which  have  been  started  by  the  Council  continued  to  grow,  and 
voluntary  helpers  have  done  considerable  work  in  making  the  pro- 
jects run  smoothly. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for 
their  continued  help  and  support,  and  also  the  staft'  of  the  Depart- 
ment for  their  efforts  and  enthusiasm  during'  the  year.

The  closure  of  collieries  has  made  this  necessary^  to  provide  work 
for  men  made  redundant.  No  longer  can  the  district  be  called  a 
mining  area,  and  vvhat  were  mining  villages  are  now  mainly  resi  - 
dential centres.  Continued  building  of  houses  in  the  area  has  pro- 
duced a further  increase  in  population. 

In  the  main,  the  new  private  houses  are  occupied  by  persons 
coming  from  outside  the  area.  Persons  working  on  Tyneside  and 
Wearside  can  nowg  with  the  use  of  a car,  live  in  a semi-rural  district 
and  travel  to  and  from  work  in  a quite  short  travelling  time.

Chief  Causes  of  Death 

Points  to  note  concerned  with  the  statistics  above  are;  — 

1.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  continue  to 
hold  leading  place  in  the  death  tables.  55.9%  of  all  deaths  in  the 
district  come  under  this  heading,  and  almost  half  of  these  were  diue 
to  coronary  thrombosis. 

2.  Deaths  from  cancer  showed  little  change.  17.3%  were  due 
to  this  cause. 

3.  Tuberculosis  was  responsible  for  only  two  deaths. 

4.  Violent  deaths  feU  from  24  in  1964  to  16  in  1965,  road 
deaths  falling  from  7 to  4,  and  suicide  from  8 to  4. 


Infant  Mortality 


Deaths  under  one  year  of  age  numbered;  16,  the  fi^e  for 
1064  being  23. 

Ihe  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  thus  20.5,  as  compared  with 
the  County  figure  of  20.6  and  the  England  and  Wales  figure  of  19.0. 

The  rate  of  20.5  is  the  lowest  recorded',  and  shows  that  the 
improvement  which  has  been  going  on  for  some  years  continues.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  SN  THE 

AREA 


(1)  Laboratory  Facilities 

In  June,  1956,  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  were  trans- 
ferred to  tlie  New  Institute  of  Pathology,  which  was  built  in  the 
grounds  of  the  General  Hospital  to  house  the  hospital  pathological 
laboratory,  the  Blood  Transfusion  Service,  and  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory.  The  Director  is  Dr.  J.  H.  Hale. 


(2)  Local  Health  Authority  Services 

The  Administrative  County  is  divided  up  into  twelve  areas. 
Chester-le-Street  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  forming  No.  4 Area. 
For  each  area,  a Plealth  Sub-Committee  has  been  appointed  to 
exercise  on  behalf  of  theCounty  Health  Committee,  certain  functions 
relating  to  services  under  the  National  Health  Services  Act  1946. 

All  day-to-day  administration  of  the  County  Service  is  carried 
out  by  County  Headquarters.  The  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officer  deputises  for  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  quar- 
terly meetings  of  the  Area  Sub-Committee. 


(a)  Health  Visitor  Service 

There  are  5 Health  Visitors  employed  by  the  County  Council 
working  in  the  Chester-le-Street  Rural  District.  A survey  of  the

(e)  Ambulance  Service  (including  Chester-! e-Street  U.D.C.) 

The  Chester-le-Street  Rural  District  is  served  principally  by 
the  ambulance  depot  situated  at  Osborne  Road,  Chester-le-Street.  This 
depot  has  an  establishment  of  1 Depot  Super,  11  Driver-attendants, 
and  6 vehicles.  ^ The  depot  operates  from  8 a.m.  — 8 p.m. 
Monday  to  Friday;  8 a.m.  — 4 p.m.  Saturday,  and  is  closed 
on  Sunday.  The  remainder  of  each  24  hours  is  now  covered  by 
vehicles  from  the  Durham,  New  Herrington  or  Stanley  depots. 
Overall  control  is  exercised  by  a central  control  at  Durham  where, 
by  a system  of  direct  telephone  lines  and  radio,  close  supervision 
is  kept  on  vehicles  operating  in  all  parts  of  the  count3%  thus 
enabling  any  area  to  be  reinforced  as  necessary. 

All  requests  for  ambulance  transport  in  the  area  are  made  to 
the  central  control  at  Durham,  where  a 24-hour  service  is  main- 
tained. Tel.  No.  Durham  3421. 

The  following  table  shows  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Chester- 
le-Street  depot  during  the  year,  but  it  should  be  noted  that  these 
figures  will  include  patients  from  areas  other  than  the  Rural 
District  and  that  the  conveyance  of  patients  residing  in  the  rural 
district  is  not  restricted  to  the  Chester-le-Street  Depot,  but  may  be 
undertaken  by  vehicles  from  other  depots  passing  through  the  area.

\g)  Prevention  of  Illness  Care  and  Aftercare 

Under  this  section  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the 
Durham  County  Council  supply  nursing  requisites  on  loan  to  those 
needing  them.  A fee  is  charged,  the  assessment  of  which  depends 
on  income  and  the  type  of  article  borrowed.  All  the  articles  are 
stored  in  Durham  City  and  have  to  be  brought  out  to  the  place 
where  they  are  required. 


(h)  School  Health  Service 

The  School  Health  Service  is  run  by  the  Durham  County 
Council  from  the  headquarters  in  Durham  City. 

The  clinic  for  the  bulk  of  Chester-le-Street  Rural  District  school 
children  is  in  Birtley.  The  clinic  is  open  daily  and  is  attended  on 
Monday  and  Wednesday  by  a School  Medical  Officer. 

Routine  medical  inspections  of  children  are  carried  out  in  the 
schools  by  a School  Medical  Officer. 


(3)  Hospital  Services 

The  population  of  the  district  is  in.  the  main  dealt  with  by 
the  Durham  Group  of  Hospitals. 

None  of  the.  hospitals  is  sited  in  the  Rural  District  but  the 
General  Hospital  and  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  are  in  the 
adjoining  Urban  District  of  Chester-le-Street. 
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(4)  Exeeutiv*  Council  Service 

The  executive  council  for  the  County  of  Durham  is  responsible 
for  the  administration  and  general  management  of  the  Family 
Practitioner  Services  in  the  District. 

The  Practitioner  Services  include  the  Fajnily  Doctor  Service 
the  Dental  Service,  the  Eye  Service,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Sei 
vice,  all  of  which  provide  the  patient  with  the  individual  medical 
attention  that  he  needs. 


(i)  Health  Education 

As  in  previous  years  the  health  education  carried  out  has 
included  issue  of  posters  and  leaflets,  etc.,  in  support  of  National 
Campaigns. 

The  ‘ Better  Health  ’ booklet  has  continued  to  be  issued. 

Lectures  on  various  topics  were  given  to  organisations,  and 
every  opportunity  was  used  by  members  of  the  Department  to  utilize 
their  day-to-day  contacts  for  education  purposes. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

It  w^as  necessary  in  one  case  to  obtain  a Magistrates'  O^der 
to  move  an  extremely  sick  old  man  to  hospital.  He  had  refused 
repeatedly  to  go  voluntarily. 


Meals  on  Wheels 

During  the  year  the  service  was  expanded  by  the  introduction 
of  a second  van,  so  that  one  van  driver  operated  in  the  nortl.em 
area  of  the  district  and  the  other  in  the  southern  area. 

Voluntary  helpers  to  assist  in  the  scheme  have  continued  to 
be  supplied  by  the  W.V.S.  and  British  Red  Cross.

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Luncheon  Clubs  for  the  Aged 

The  Clubs  in  the  district  have  continued  to  flourish  and  the 
numbers  are  being  added  to  yearly. 

During  the  y^ar  new  Clubs  were  started  at  Barley  Mow,  Birtley, 
Boummoor,  Eighton  Banks,  Little  Lumley,  Nettleswrth  and 
Waldridge,  so  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  ten  luncheon 
clubs  in  operation. 

Voluntary  help  has  continued  the  good  work  v.iiich  has  been 
done  in  the  past.  Clubs  have  up  to  eleven  voluntary  organisations 
helping  to  make  the  schemes  work  satisfactorily. 

During  the  y'ear  a total  of  11,488  meals  u-ere  served  at  the 
Luncheon  Clubs  in  the  district. 


Chiropody  for  the  Aged 

The  schemes  in  the  various  parts  of  the  district  have  continued 
throughout  the  year  with  some  changes  in  place  of  work,  etc. 

These  schemes  are  run  by  voluntary  organisations,  with  the  aid 
of  a grant  from  Durham  County  Council. 

No  charge  is  now  made  to  the  old  person  having  treatment.

Chemical  Analysis. 

Two  samples  were  sent  for  chemical  analysis  following  com- 
plaints. 

In  both  cases  the  reports  indicated  that  the  water  was  safe  for 
domestic  and  drinking  use,  but  that  a periodic  wash-out  of  the  pipe- 
line was  necessary. 


Fluoridation. 

The  question  of  fluoridation  of  the  public  w^ater  supply  was 
considered  by  the  Council,  and  it  was  agreed  that  such  treatment 
v'as  desirable.

4.  Inspection  of  the  Area  by  Public  Health  Inspectors 


Again  nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Act  have  been  largely 
abated  by  persuasion,  it  being  necessary  to  serve  five  formal  notices; 
M informal  notices  were  served. 


Complaints  investigated  included  smoke  from  Stella  Gill;  dust 
and  smell  from  Durham  Chemicals,  and  smell  from  Piggery  at  Fat- 
field.  Where  it  was  necessary  other  officials  were  approached  as 
was  the  case  at  Durham  Chemicals,  when  the  help  of  the  Alkali 
Inspector  was  obtained.

1.  Corned  Beef. 


Concern  was  caused  by  the  issue  of  suspect  corned  beef  in 
January,  The  items  had  been  withdra^\■n  dluring  the  Aberdeen  out- 
break ot  typhoid. 

It  was  not  until  October  that  the  assurance  was  given  that  no 
stocks  that  had  been  withdrawn  would  be  re-issued  for  human  con- 
sumption in  this  country. 


2.  Education. 
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A course  of  instruction  on  hygiene  for  food  handlers  was  started 
at  Durham  Technical  College  during  the  year.  One  of  our  main 
food  establishments  in  the  Rural  District  now  sends  all  the  super- 
visory staff  to  this  course.  Efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to 
get  as  many  establishments  interested  as  possible. 


a.  Analysis  of  Food. 

(a)  A successful  prosecution  was  undertaken  in  February  in 
a case  where  a bottle  of  lemonade  contained  .5  parts  per  million 
of  phenol  was  sold  to  a member  of  the  public. 

(b)  Another  bottle  of  lemonade  thought  to  be  unfit  was  found 
by  the  analyst  to  contain  only  a deposit  of  fruit  ceils  and  essential 
oils. 


(c)  A botrle  of  milk  on  analysis  was  found  to  contain  a deposit 
of  fine  organic  matter,  but  was  not  considered  to  be  harmful. 


4.  Glass  Washing  in  Public  Houses. 

Investigations  were  carried  out  during  the  year  on  washing-up 
water  in  public  houses.  Results  showed  an  unsatisfactory  state  of 
affairs.  In  view  of  the  findings,  the  Council  decided  to  proceed 
with  their  efforts  to  improve  the  position.

Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  rose  from  284  in  1964  to  788 
in  1965.  The  big  change  was,  as  is  usually  the  case,  due  to  measles 
notifications.

Food  Poisoning 

Quite  often  when  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  is  investi- 
gated the  source  of  the  trouble  is  not  discovered.  However,  in 
the  case  of  an  outbreak  at  Plawsworth  Rehabilitation  Centre  the 
source  of  the  infection  was  found  to  be  gravy  which  had  been 
served  with  a meal. 

The  cook  was  advised  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  as  to 
the  proper  method  to  be  used  in  order  to  minimise  the  risk. 

There  was  unfortunately  one  death  in  the  district  from  typhoid 
fever. 

The  source  of  the  infection  was  found  to  be  a carrier. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year.  Of 
the  ten  notifications  two  were  non-pulmonary.
